. « « « « I this country, the 
majonty of the farm dogs ate 
collies, more or less well bred, and 
probably descendants of the animals 
who In times passed proved their 
worth in the old country. Were 
they to be trained, many of them 
would, no doubt, show equal sagac- 
iy; but in this country too litle 
attention ts paid to such details, 
The evil consequences of thia are 
seen when the animal is sent op 
taken along to fetch the cows, 
Some of these may be at the other 
end of the tieid; the dog is sent to 
fetch tRem,a job for which he is 
only too ready. He rushes at them, 
snapping at their heels, and, iu ap 
instant, the frightened auimals are 
off with a mad rush, which probably 
continues until they reach the barn- 
yard. The result is that there is a 
shortage in the milk that night, the 
milk itself is heated and goon spoils, 
and occasionally the animal aborts 
in Consequence. 

A dog that will run cows, and re- 
mains heedless to remonatrances, 
and will not desist even wher 
thrashed, should never be taken to 
fetch cattle, especially muilking 
stock, as great loss results from go 
doin, Such a dog should not even 
he kept at all, unless he bas some 
other very atniking qualities which 
counterbalance his bad ones. Cattle
